“Other- 
wise, in time of war or emergency 
it would be dependent upon foreign 
tonnage for its food supplies.”

Rush of Buyers Indicate 


Depression On Way 
Out 


| LONDON, Feb. 28.—Indications 
of world economic retovery were 
seen Thursday in the increased 
number of orders placed at the Bri- 
tish Industries Fair. 

Various sections of the fair—the 
largest trade show in the world— 
reported as high as 25 per cent in- 
crease in sales, to overseas buyers 
especially. 

With the pocketbooks of 64 na- 
tions in hand, through representa- 
tive buyers, the fair, which closes 
tomorrow, is regarded as a good 
barometer of business conditions in 
general. More than 30 Canadian 
firms participated and reported 
much satisfaction with results. 

Improving purchasing power of 
the general public was indicated 
through orders for leather goods, 
furniture, toys and novelties. 

Without even asking what it 
would cost, a New York tobaccon- 
ist bought up all samples of an 
apple-shaped Malta Briar pipe 
which King Edward admired on 
his visit to the fair last week. 

Overseas buyers at White City 
and Olympia numbered 13,500, an 
increase of 2,000 over 1935. There 
was a total of 115,000 home buyers 
and the visiting public numbered 
40,000 and at Birmingham 169,475 
saw the heavy industry fair there. 


MERCURY HITS 
10 ABOVE ZERO 


Sky-rocketing 34 degrees from its 
low point of 24 below zero, recorded 
at 7:30 a.m. Friday, temperature hit 
10 above at 1 p.m., holding that 
level at two o'clock, 

This is the first time since Feb- 
ruary 22 that the mercury has 
crawled above the zero mark, as on 
that day two degrees above was 
recorded. 

In the 28 days of this month, 
there have been 25 days when the 
mercury was unable to reach the 
zero level throughout the 24 hours, | 
the lowest point being 51 below.

Chamber of Mines Would 
Have Lower Rates Aid

freight and passenger rates on the 
Northern Alberta Railways be- 
tween Edmonton and Waterways 
was heard by the Board of Rail- 
way Commissioners sitting in the 
appeal court room at the court 
house Friday morning. 

Application was made by W. 
Campbell, vice-president of the Al+ 
berta and Northwestern Chamber 
of Minés, on behalf of that organiz- 
ation, He pointed out that the north 
line is the connecting link between 
the transcontinental main lines and 
the vast mining area to the north, 
but that the freight rates are much 
higher than on prairie lines. 

Reason for this discrepancy is 
that the Northern Alberta Rail- 
ways are still officially “under 
construction.” 

Hon. Hugh Guthrie, chairman of 
the board, said that copies of Mr. 
Campbell's communication would 
be forwarded to the Canadian 
Pacific and Canadian National Rail. 
ways which operate the northern 
lines jointly. 


PROTEST ABANDONMENT 

The board reserved judgment in 
the Canadian National Railways’ 
application to abandon 32.6 miles of 
track between Peace River Junc- 
tion and Darson Junction on the 
Lac Ste. Anne subdivision. Strong 
protests against such action were 
lodged by residents of Alberta 
Beach and surrounding commun- 
ities but it was pointed out that 
the line had an operating deficit of 
$24,873 last year. 

“You see, this money must be 
paid by the people of Canada,” Mr. 
Guthrie said. “It strikes me that the 
people in that area haven't been 
patronizing the railway.” The resi- 
dents argued that service on the 
road hadn't been suffiicently good.

Edmonton Hes to Pay the UNIVERSITY WILL 


Highest Charges on De- 
benture Debt of Five 
Larger Western Cities. 


Edmonton fs in difficult finan- 
cial straits as a result of huge 
capital expenditures in the past, 
this city having to pay the high- 
est annual charges on debenture 
debt of five of the larger mani- 
cipalities in Western Canada, 
Comptroller John Hodgson told 
city council Thursday. This 
statement was made when the 
advisability of capitalizing farther 
this year was discussed. 

Figures quoted by Mr. Hodgson 
for the general debt of the five 
cities in question follow: Winn.peg, 
$10,460,000, annual charges, $742,000, 
per capita debt, $3.32; Calgary, $8.- 
400,000, annual charges, $700 000, per 
capita debt, $8.10; Saskatoon, 
$6,000,000, per capita debt, $8.58; 
Regina, $6,300,000, per capita debt, 
$9.55; Edmonton, $22,566,000, annual 
charges $1,724,000, per capita debt, 
$21.12. 

The comptroller was of the opin- 
jon it would be inadvisable to 
capitalize any more of the expen- 
ditures than absolutely necessary. 


BOND MARKET 

Question of capital debt came to 
the fore when Ald. J. W. Fry asked 
whether there was any likelihood 
of a market for bonds which the 
city proposes to issue to cover 
$250,000 of estimated relief costs 
and $140,000 to cover the deficit 
which occurred in civic operations 
last year. 

Ald. Jas. East pointed out that 
the city sinking fund board had 
saved the day for the city in 1935 
by purchasing new issues of Ed- 
monton bonds totalling $1,963,000. 
These bonds, he said, had been 
| bought by the board at par, which 
had saved the city $290,000. He 
further explained that the sinking 
fund could have bought outside 
bonds at figures considerably be- 
low par, but that Edmonton's 
| bonds had been purchased in order 
j to help the city’s finances. 
|NO CREDIT 

“Ald. Fry (chairman of the board 
lest year) and other members of 
the board did not get any credit 
for this action, Perhaps the board 
would be wiser now to hoe its own 
row and let the city look out for 
itself,” Ald. East remarked. 


The alderman further maintained | 


that relief and the 1935 deficit 
should be met in this year’s esti- 
mates and should not be covered 
by further capital expenditure. 

Touching on another angle of the 
case, Ald. R. E. Foote declared it 
would be wise to capitalize a part 
of the expenditures, so that by 
postponement of the debt in this 
way the 1936 mill rate could be 
brought as low as possible. He 
argued that if the rate was struck 
as low as possible taxpayers would 
be in a better position to meet 
their tax bills. 


CAN'T SURVIVE 

Referring to the large capital 
debt now borne by the city, 
comptroller gave it as his opin- 
ion that the city could not sur- 
vive. The only thing which made 
it possible for Edmonton to cov- 
tinue carrying this load was 
utility profits, which last year 
totalled approximately $900,000. 

Ald. E. East declargd that the 
city should capitalize its relief costs 
providing it could get some return 
for the money expended. The alder- 
man has been a strong supporter 
of a works program for unem- 
ployed. 
LOW ASSESSMENT 

Mayor Jos. A. Clarke, K.C., 
pointed out that the low assess- 
ment was a factor which boosted 
the mill rate. The city could not 
have a low mill rate and a low 
assessment as well. “We have the 
lowest assessment in Canada, and 
it was reduced by men who 
didn't know what they were do- 
ing. (Two years ago valuators 
were sent out by the city to make 
a downward revision on property 
assessment) .” 

The total reduction in assess- 
ment had been $11,000,000, Mr. 
Hodgson said.

10. That such buildings be sold 
on easy terms. 

11. That a city building be pro- 
vided for unemployed women and 
girls to work in.

13, That a grading and gravelling 
program be launched.

WALLACE, Idaho, Feb. 28.— 
Avalanches killed one youth and 
buried four other persons Thurs- 
day, bringing to 16 the death toll 
of snowslides this season in the 
western mountain country. 

While rescue crews dug three 
bodies from a snow-buried railway 
coach 24 miles east of here, yester- 
day morning, a big slide tumbled 


down a canyon slope on the min- 
ing village of Burke, Idaho, not 
far away 


DUG OUT ALIVE 

Four persons, buried and at first 
believed killed, were dug out alive 
after two hours of frantic work. 
Five houses were demolished. 

Almost at the same time, Leslie 
Vandelinder, eight, perished in an

Ole Erickson, a miner, his wife 
and a small son, Edwin, were asleep 
in their home at Burke when the 
avalanche buried it under 25 feet 
of debris.

The Stalwick boy also was buried 
but a hastily organized rescue crew 
from the Hecla mine nearby found 
him in a few minutes. Two hours 
later the crews reached the Erick- 
son family. All were bruised and 
suffering from exposure.

“BUNCHING” THE INSTALMENTS 

Mayor Clarke hazards a guess that Edmon- 
ton’s tax rate may be 53 mills. 

This is the end of February. Council has 
been setting the tax rate for three months. The 
result is a guess that it may be 53 mills. “Great 
bodies move slowly.” 

Still, that being as far as council has got, 
why not set the rate provisionally at 53 mills 
and proceed to collect, adjustments to be made 
when the controversy ends? 

Taxpayers who had ready money at hand 
were given a “discount” for prepaying in Janu- 
ary at last year’s tax rate. The taxpayer who 
has to save up for instalments has as yet been 
given no inducement to pay anything. Instead, 
he will now have to make up four instalments 
in about nine months, whereas he could have 
been given a twelve month “spread.” 


WHO WILL GET THE MONEY? 


“Beware of the Greeks’—and Governments 


Perhaps the merchants of Alberta can see 
nothing but an altruistic desire to help them 
make money, in the activity with which their 
Government is arranging to put them all under 
codes—or out of business. They had. better take 
another look, and a good hard think. 

Behind the coding scheme looms the outline 
of a “turn-over tax” to be levied cn merchants, | 
to raise money with which to pay Social Credit 
dividends. ‘The store-keepers are evidently to 
be turned into a corps of unsalaried tax- 
collectors, whose business will be to take out 
of their customers the amount that is to be dis- 
tributed in dividends. 

Prices will be hoisted under the codes, but 
the extra money will not stay in the merchant's 
till. He will have to hand it along to the pro- 
vincial treasury. What the merchant will get 
out of it is the hot resentment the price-raising 
will engender in the minds of his customers. 
He is to be the shock-absorber between the 
wrathful public and the Government, absorb- 
ing the kicks from both directions. 

Can the merchants envision themselves 
collecting $10,000,000 per month for the 
Government, doing it without salary, and taking 
their compensation in the remarks that will 
come over the counter? 


AS EUROPE SAW IT 

Europe is in the frame of mind to believe 
that whatever happens must be for the worse. 

While forges roared and machine-shops 
clanged with armament-making activity, the 
chancellories of that continent were quite sure 
on Wednesday that whatever happened in Tokio 
meant one of two things, both bad: 

War between Japan and Russia, or 

A renewed Japanese drive for the dismem- 
berment of China, 

Both these cheerful predictions wére based 
on the assumption that the military conspira- 
tors had won, or must win. Possibility that they 
might not win failed to gain official credence 
anywhere in the European capitals, That just 
couldn't be, 

Tokio re-established communication with the 
outer world on Thursday, to say the mutineers | 
had surrendered, after murdering eighty people, 
including members of the cabinet, and that the 
Moderates were still in control. : 

“Moderate” is of course a word of relative 
Significance in the Javanese political lexicon. 
But, whatever it signifies, the Militants lost out, 
and the Moderates are still in power, with the 
national policy anent Russia and China the 
same as it has been, 

Europe, robbed of the Oriental “scare” will 
proceed to create another nightmare as an ex- 
cuse for keeping its idle populations busy 
making weapons to destroy themselves. 


THAT RACKET MUST STOP 

W. A. Tucker, member for Rosthern, Sas- 
katchewan, told parliament how the public 
debt of Canada, federa!, provincial and munici- 
pal, can be converted into non-interest-bearing 
debt over a course of years. 

The Government, he proposed, should de- 
posit non-interest-bearing bonds with the Bank 
of Canada, and against these the Bank should | 
issue money and pay off interest-bearing bonds 
as they fall due or become callable. In twenty- 
four years the interest-bearing bonds would be 
all retired and replaced by non-interest-be aring 
bonds, at the rate of $1,000,000 a day. 

That is the rate at which the people of 
Canada are now paying bond-interest, leaving 
the principal intact as an undiminished drain 
upon their incomes for all future days 
If anybody knows of any other way in which

the interest load can be lifted from the taxpay- 
ers, this would be a good time to mention it. 

If anybody imagines the taxpayers can go 
on paying out that $1,000,000 a day in interest, 
and have any hope or chance of ever paying the 
principal, he can become the nation’s prize 
optimist by just saying so. 

The present parliament is not very likely to 
adopt this method of abolishing the interest 
load, but some future parliament is certain to 
do it. We may have to go through the agonies 
of another depression first, but the racket of 
penalizing the public for the use of their own 
credit is doomed. 

The worst that can be said of the Rosthern 
member is that he is more courageous or more 
candid than his associates.

The news of the release of the Indian prison- 
ers from Manitoba penitentiary was a surprise 
to most people here. The release of the half- 
breeds was expected but not that of the Indians. 
The difference between the two classes was 
very neatly stated by the Montreal Star some 
time ago, thus: The offence of the half-breeds 
was against Canada; that of the Indians was 
against mankind at large. The _ half-breeds 
were political prisoners, the Indians—especially 
Big Bear-—were simply murderers. 

The editor of the Calgary Herald was com- 
mitted to jail by Judge Travis in default of 
payment of a fine imposed for contempt of 
court. After an imprisonment of several weeks 
he was released and his fine was remitted by 
the Minister of Justice. While congratulating 
Mr. Cayley on his happy release, the Bulletin 
would like to know if this is to be regarded as 
a precedent for future cases wherein judges are 
abused by editors, or will it only apply where

QUESTION: Mr. B. X. inquires: “I wish to 
get your opinion on this case, The patient is 55 
and suffers cramp-like pains in various parts 
of the body. Her doctor says there is a contrac- 
tion of the blood vessels or arteries which cuts 
off the blood supply and this is the cause of 
the pain.” 

ANSWER: A frequent cause of painful 
cramps, especially in the legs, in older patients, 
is a hardening of the arteries as this interferes 
with the proper circulation of blood.

Why do all the jokers pick on me? 

A chap from Wainwright sent me this poser: 
“We heard a lot about the wickedness of the 
‘old political parties’ in the last election. What 
are the earmarks of their iniquity? Is it that 
they are accused of patronage in civil service 
jobs and of forcing followers 
to follow their leaders like 
a lot of sheep when a vote is 
taken in the House?” 

I know what he has in 
mind. I was in the Legisla- 
ture a few days ago when the 
votes of 55 to 7 were re- 
corded against allowing 
members of the Legislature 
to receive the names and ad- 
dresses of the  secretary- 
treasurers of all school dis-

tricts, and against allowing them to hear Major 


Douglas and Mr. Magor. So I refuse to bite. 
If the Wainwright man was sucker enough to 
be stampeded by a phrase, without taking the 
trouble to think about it, it will do him good 
to think out the answer to his own question. 

I don’t want to say or do anything at this 
critical time to prevent the $25 a month plan 
from being realized. 
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Another reader writes reproving me for 
quoting a text or two from the Bible. He has 
the idea that only preachers or evangelists are 
entitled to quote the Bible. I dispute that. The 
Bible was written by laymen—politicians like 
Moses, nudists like Elijah, shepherds like David, 
much-married men like Solomon, soldiers like 
Joshua, tax-collectors, doctors, fishermen, tent- 
makers like Matthew, Luke, Peter and Paul— 
and can be read by laymen. 

I may as well divulge that I also read the 
magazine, from which, I, presume, Evangelist 
Aberhart draws his prophetic inspiration. It is 
“The Defender Magazine,” published at Wichita, 
Kansas. Its January issue has a sermon in it 
by its editor, Rev. Gerald B. Winrod, D.D., about 
Mussolini as “The Man on Horseback” (Rev. 
6:2), while its February issue has a sermon in 
it about the battle against Gog, the chief prince 
of Meshech and Tubal (Ezekiel 38:3), similar in 
tone to the radio sermon which I commented 
on, and which drew forth my critic’s complaints. 

Here is proof of the value of having an in- 
telligent layman, who reads his Bible, comment 
on the matter. Rev. Dr. Winrod illustrates his 
printed sermon with a picture of the hammer 
and sickle emblem of Communism. Under it 
are the words of the text: 


“Thus saith the Lord God; Behold, I 
am against thee, O Gog, the chief prince of 
Meshech (Moscow) and Tubal (Tobolsk). 
The words “Moscow” and “Tobolsk” are not 


in the Bible text. They are Dr. Winrod’s inter- 
polations, intended to deceive his readers into 
believing that the word Meshech means Mos- 
cow and that the word Tubal means Tobolsk. 
Apparently they deceived Evangelist Aberhart, 
for in his theatre sermon on the same subject, 
he gave his audience the same faulty interpre- 
tation. 

Rev. Dr. Winrod seems to have used inten- 
tional deception. Perhaps he thinks the good- 
ness of his cause justifies the means. In so do- 
ing he caused Evangelist Aberhart to use un- 
intentional deception in the latter's radio ser- 
mon. 

Nearly all Hebrew proper names have mean- 
ings attached. The meaning of Meschech is not 
Moscow, but “tall.” The meaning of Tubal is 
not the Russian town Tobolsk, but “produc- 
tion.” 

I don’t mind The Defender Magazine fooling 
its own readers in pursuit of its anti-Jewish 
hatreds. But I owe a duty to the readers of 
this column to see that they are not imposed 
upon in the way that Evangelist Aberhart has 
been imposed upon. 


A few days ago I received another letter— 
from a respected clergyman this time—also 
commenting upon my having quoted the en- 
suing verses from Ezekiel, chapters 38 and 39, 
giving further details about the course and con- 
duct of the battle that Evangelist Aberhart says 
is shortly due to fall upen us. This clergyman, 
who is deeply interested in the widespread 
study of the Bible, says: 


“T have never felt that you were ridi- 
culing the Bible. You are ridiculing a ridi- 
culous interpretation of the Good Book, an 
interpretation which would in time present 
the Bible in such a ridiculous light as to 
seriously discourage people from reading 
bh ed 

He points out that I overlooked in quoting 
a portion of Ezekiel, chapter 39, that those who 
are called to drink the blood of the princes and 
eat the flesh of the mighty are “every feathered 
fowl and every beast of the field,” not, as I too 
hastily read it, the victorious conquerors. 


Some of the “information” put forth in The 
Defender Magazine would indicate that its read- 
ers are decidedly credulous persons. 

They are told, for instance, that: 

“The Jews absolutely control Russia to- 
day. Anti-Semitism in Russia is punishable 
with death. Everything is nationalized. ... 
All women are proclaimed as national 
property.” 

“Recently in Moscow, homeless children 
and young people were herded together and 
examined by medical men. Fourteen hun- 
dred of them, diseased, were induced under 
some pretext, to march out into the open, 
driven in a close group and then machire 
guns were turned on them. Soon the 1400 
were a mass of dead and dying.” 

“Reports from Moscow indicate that 
Stalin now lives in constant fear that his 
young Jewess wife may poison him.” 

“A report from Bombay, India, statés 
that one hundred girls in a mission station 
saw in the sky, the flaming words ‘Jesus 
is coming soon’.” 

“There is every indication that the 
Soviet principle was behind the AAA, the 
Cotton Bill, the Potato Control legislation 
and numerous other New Deal measures.”

WEDNESDA Y—Breakfast: French omelet, 
melba toast, stewed prunes.

THURSDAY—Breakfast: Grapefruit as de- 
sired.

Dinner: Vegetable soup; boiled lean 
beef, carrots and peas; shredded lettuce with 
peanut butter dressing; Jello or Jell-Well. 

FRJDAY — Breakfast: Poached eggs on 
melba toast; stewed figs. Lunch: Whole wheat 
bread, string beans; salad of raw carrots and 
lettuce. Dinner: Baked halibut, cooked lettuce, 
mashed turnips, salad of sliced cold beets with 
lettuce; dish of berries, canned without sugar. 

SATURDAY—Breakfast: Waffle, applesauce, 
Lunch: Glass of orange juice. Dinner: Baked 
ham with whole tomatoes, 5-minute cabbage;

*Baked Squash Rings: Wash and cut banana 
squash in one inch rings, remove all seeds, and 
place in a flat baking pan.

On This Date . 


A Day in Canadian History 


On this date (Friday) in 1778 
there died at Quebec the Hon. 
Jean Claude Panet, who had been 
first a soldier of France arvl then 
a judge of Great Britain. Born at 
Paris in 1720 he came to Quebec 
as a soldier in 1740 and a year 
later was an official of the army's 
legal service. He obtained his 
discharge in 1743 and was given 
a license as a notary public in 
1744. During the siege of Quebec 
by the British in 1759 he re- 
sumed his uniform and did his 
part in the defence of the city, at 
the same time writing a story of 
the siege, which is regarded as 
being the only true French ver- 
sion of what took place., 

When destiny decided the fate 
of Canada, Panet accepted the 
situation and proved his alleg- 
jance to the new king so clearly 
that in November, 1760, he was 
chosen by General Murray as sec- 
retary and registrar of the execu- 
tive council. Three years later 
he was made clerk of the Court 
of Common Pleas, of which he

was appointed a judge July 23, 
1776, after having taken part in 
the defence of Quebec against 
Arnold and Montgomery. His 
death, at the early age of 58, was 
much mourned, The Quebec Ga- 
zette describing him as “a true 
father of his family, a zealous 
citizen and a faithful servant of, 
his king.” 

He left twelve children, one of 
whom, Jean Antoine Panet, lives 
in history as one of our first Re- 
formers. All the Panets who 
have followed have done good 
service for Canada in church and 
State and arms, thus maintaining 
the military ardor of the founder 
of the family. Whenever there 
has been fighting for the British 
flag in which Canadians have 
participated a Panet has’ been 
there. Several of them won high 
rank in the Imperial army, and 
our militia system owes much to 
the groundwork laid by that fine 
old gentleman, Hon. C. k. Panet, 
who resigned a senatorship to 
serve for twenty years as deputy 
minister of militia.

INTEREST-FREE LOANS 


Editor Bulletin: Many letters 
and articles are appearing in the 
Press urging Mr. Aberhart to get 
busy and pay the monthly divi- 
dends that so many men and 
women voted for at-the last elec- 
tion, and pointing -out that he was 
directing too much attention to 
balancing the budget instead of 
preparing for the payment of 


social credit dividends. While we 
would all appreciate these divi- 
dends very much, and desirable 
and necessary as it is to receive 
$25 each month, still in my opin- 
jon the most urgent thing for 
Mr. Aberhart to bring into im- 
mediate operation is that of pro- 
viding interest-free loans to en- 
able the farmers of the province 
to finance their season's opera- 
tions. If there was ever a time 


| when this assistance was needed, 


it is right now. Most of us have 
seed to buy, machinery to repair 
or new implements to purchase. 
Then there is feed for the stock, 
living expenses to provide for, 
and hired help to pay, besides 
other innumerable requirements 
which are needed in our farm 
work. 

We cannot get assistance from 
the banks as they will only lend 
on the almost certain possibility 
of being repaid in the fall, where- 
as under the promised intcrest- 
free loan plan of Mr. Aberhart’s, 
if through a crop failure a farmer 
is unable in the full to repay the 
loan either in whole or in part, 
the unpaid portion is written off 
and cancelled. 

We are all expecting that Mr. 
Aberhart will bring into effect 
this part of his pre-election 
pledge at once so that full ad- 
vantage can be taken of these 
loans and farmers enabled to crop 
their land to the fullest extent. 
A few more weeks delay and it 
will be too late to do us any good 
this year. It is to be hoped that 
he will realize the urgent neces- 
sity of taking immediate steps to 
insure that interest-free loans are 
made available this spring to all 
farmers requiring assistance.

History tells us that back in the 
days when the Pharaohs ruled 
Egypt, women had just as much of} 
a curlilocks complex as we do to-} 
day. In those days, there were no 
beauty shops, but the wealthier 
girls had slaves to do their hair 
curling for them. Iron tongs were! 
used for this purpose, and many a} 
lass wound up with a mighty messy 
head of hair after a curling treat- | 
ment. | 

In this age, of course, we women | 
do not have a multitude of slaves to| 
curl our locks and groom us in| 
general. Most of us go to a good) 
beauty shop to have our manicur-! 
ing, shampooing and finger-waving 
done. But some girls cannot afford 
to patronize beauty shops, and} 
must, therefore do these things for 
themselves. And while most of} 
them can make a satisfactory job 
of shampooing their locks and man- | 
icuring their nails, a good many of 
them give up in despair when it 
comes to the finger-waving 

If attempting to finger-wave your 
own hair gets you into a temper, 
I'd suggest that you try comb-wav- | 
ing instead. Comb-waving is much} 
simpler and quite satisfactory. Be- | 
fore beginning the waving, the hair | 
should be shampooed and thorough- | 
ly rinsed. Then all excess moisture | 


and the hair combed smoothly 
down with the fine end of a comb. 


\ USE NON-INFLAMMABLE 


COMBS 

After the hair has been correctly 
smoothed down, the waving proper 
should be commenced. Non-inflam- 
mable waving combs should be 
used for this purpose. First comb} 
your hair back from the parting 
and insert a comb, teeth pointing 
toward the parting. Then comb the 
hair forward to make a dip and 
insert another comb in the same 
manner. Comb the hair backward 
again and insert another comb in} 
order to complete the wave. Con- 
tinue this down the entire length 
of your hair. Then twist the ends 
up into tiny ringlets, pin them in 
place with small hairpins, and per- 
mit your hair to dry. 

Do not, remove the combs or tiny 
pins from your hair until you are 
positive that your tresses are per- 
fectly dry. When thoroughly dry, 
remové the combs and pins and 
gently comb out the waves, press- 
ing them in place with your centre 
and index fingers. Then comb the 
ringlets about your finger. This 
procedure will develop a most 
attractive wave in a healthy head 
of hair,

Those who possess this sympathy- 
hunger to an abnormal degree are 
“emotionally immature.’ They can- 
not bear trouble alone. Or, if they 
do, they are consumed by self-pity, 
which makes everything that much 
harder to bear. 


It is natural for misery to want 
company, if just in thought. But 
when it seeks relief to an exagger- 
ated extent and hopes to infect an- 
other with its own complex, it is 
not mature. The child looks for 
sympathy. The adult (mentally, 
that is) should not, and will not, if 
he is emotionally stable. 

This is why a goodly part of the 
child’s training should consist of 
freeing him from any abnormal 
need of sympathy. Why he should 
learn to face daily grief without a 
shoulder to cry on. By grief I re- 
fer, of course, to those affairs in 
home, school and social life that 
make him unhappy. 

CRAVING SHOULD NOT BE SET

known as rugby football. 


CHANGES WANTED 

They will ask that the one-point 
kick to the deadline be eliminated, 
that interference be allowed behind 
the line of scrimmage and five 
yards ahead of the scrimmage line 
und that penalties for incompleted 
forward passes in the scoring zone 
be lifted. They will ask for a 
change enabling the forward passer 
to throw from any point behind the 
line, not necessarily five yards 
back. 

All these refinements were lifted 
from the American code and were 
tried out in western football last 
fall.
